Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed method and radar system for 
scanning a radar beam for tracing a moving target including, inter alia, radiating a radar 
beam scanned along a second direction, measuring an intensity distribution along the 
second direction of the radar beam reflected by the moving target, estimating an angle 
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along the second direction of the moving target, setting up the radar beam to the 
estimated angle, scanning along a first direction perpendicular to the second direction.. 
The prior art does show antenna tilting or scanning in a vehicular radar system. 
However the present invention, as claimed, including setting up the radar beam to the 
estimated angle, scanning along a first direction perpendicular to the second direction 
as functionally claimed, cannot be fairly rendered obvious by the prior art.
